day's wages for a fair day's work. There 
were many mills in Pennsylvania that work 
not under tho control of'tho union. In these 
tbo rate of wages was invariably lower than 
in tho iinion milk. There havo been numer- 
ous strikes before the supremacy of tho union 
was acknowledge:! by manufacturers Among 
tho members of a new organization there 
was always a tendency to strike at the least 
provocation.' Now the method of arbitration 
was pursued largely with satisfactory re- 
sults.
